First Credentials Fight 


Results in a Victory . 
for Secretary. 


SEATS.OF 60 OTHERS. 
YET TO BE AWARDED 


Commerce Head Also Given 


2 Kentucky Seats; But- 
ler Votes for Him. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 4 (A.P 
Bowling over opposition without a 
back, Herbert Hoover picked up eleven 
votes in the Republican convention to- 
day as the national committee, sitting 
as a jury, got down to the hearing of 
contests involving nearly 70 delegates 
from Southern States. 

Not only did the committee place on 
the temporary convention roll all of 
the nine Hoover pledged delegates from 
Florida and two from Kentucky whose 
credentials had been _ challenged, 
but it paved the way for dethroning 
George W. Bean, national committee- 
man for sixteen years and the Federal 
patronage “boss” in Florida. 

Bean, who led a losing State fight 
for an uninstructed slate of delegates, 
intends to appeal to the convention cre- 
dentials committee. In the past, it 
rarely has overruled the decisions of 
the national committee, and for this 
reason there is confidence in the 
Hoover camp that today’s rulings would 
stand. 

To Select Own Committeeman. 


As the Florida delegation will select 
their new national committeeman, it 
appeared certain tonight that, barring 
a reversal, Bean would lose his post, 
and that Glen B. Skipper, of Miami, 
who led the fight against him and who 
himself landed a place as a district 
delegate pledged to Hoover, would take 
over the party reins in the State. 

Setting out to referee before the end 
of the week all of the factional dis- 
putes, which as usual have cropped up 
in the South, the national committee 
first took up those from: Florida, post- 
poning for a day or two judgment in 
the important controversies centering 
around the entire delegations from 
Louisiana, Mississippi and Texas. In 
each of these three States, one set of 
contestees has been lined up for 
Hoover, with the opposition slates 
classed generally as pro-Lowden or pro- 
Dawes. ’ 

The Florida disputes aired and de- 
cided today involved all of the dele- 
gation from that State except the lone 
convention representative from the 
third district. The other contest dis- 
posed of during the day which had at- 
tracted less attention, affected the two 
convention seats from the first Ken- 
tucky district. 


Another Hoover Victory. 
Here again Hoover scored a victory. 


The delegates instructed for him were 


recognized, giving him a solid delega- 
tion of 29 from the Blue Grass State.

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WIRE TAPPING 10 SOLVE 
CRIMES CONSTITUTIONAL 


of Federal Agents in Big 
Prohibition Case. 


FOUR JUSTICES DISSENT 


(Associated Press.) 

Evidence obtained by tapping tele- 
phone wires and listening to conversa- 
tions can legally be used in criminal 
prosecutions, the Supreme Court by 
a 5 to 4 decision held yesterday in 
three cases from the State of Wash- 
ington, involving ‘the conviction of 
Roy Olmstead and a number of others 
in one of the most gigantic prohibi- 
tion violations ever unearthed. 

The minority of the court, consisting 
f Justices Holmes, Brandeis, Butler and 
Stone, scathingly denounced the con- 
clusions of the majority, declaring that 
telephone messages should be clothed 
with the same sanctity against Gov- 
ernment “snooping” that the court had 
attached to letteis. 

Pointing out that the _ evidence 
disclosed “a conspiracy of amazing 
magnitude,” in which two seagoing ves- 
sels brought intoxicating liquor from 
Scotland to British Columbia, a fleet 
of swift boats landed it on the Wash- 
ington State coast and liquor stored 
in a large underground cache near 
Seattle, and in a number of smaller 
ones in the city, with a monthly busi- 
ness reaching $176,000, Chief Justice 
Taft, speaking for the majority, de- 
declared that the controversy could be 
reduced to the single question whether 
wire-tapping violated the Fourth 
Amendment to the Constitution.

South Carolina Prelate’s 
Assailant Thought 
Insane. 


RECOVERY OF VICTIM 
BELIEVED DOUBTFUL 


Discussion of Retirement Age 
Precedes Tragedy in 
Church Office. 


Charleston, 8. C., June 4 (A.P.).—The 
Right ‘Rev. Dr. William A. Guerry, 
Bishop of the South Carolina Diocese 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
shot today by the Rev. J. H. Woodward, 
66, retired clergyman, of South Caro- 
lina, is unconscious in a hospital here 
and his recovery is doubtful. He was 
wounded in the left chest and an op- 
eration was performed late today for 
removal of the bullet. 

The Rev. Mr. Woodward, described 
as a man of “fixed ideas and nervous 
temperament,” killed himself after 
shooting the bishop in the _ latter’s 
private office at diocesan headquarters 

Unless Bishop Guerry regains con- 
sciousness the immediate events lead- 
ing to the shooting may never be 
known, but Woodaevard was believed by 
the bishop to be insane. That is 
thought to be the explanation of the 
entire tragedy. 


Discussed Retirement Age. 


Before the shooting and sulcide it 
is believed there was a discussion of 
the retirement age of clergymen and 
some talk of finances, Woodward telling 
Miss Henrietta P. Jervey, private secre- 
tary to the bishop, that he wished to 
see the prelate about the retirement 
age of ministers. A check for $650, 
made out to Woodward and signed by 
Bishop Guerry, was found in the room 
after the shooting. a OP 

That Bishop Guerry had an intime- 
tion of what might happen was shown 
by his remark to Miss Jervey when 
Woodward went into the bishop’s priv- 
ate office: “This man is crazy and no 
telling what will happen.” 

A few minutes later Miss Jervey 
heard two shots and when she entered 
the room where the men were she 
found both on the floor. Woodward 
held a smoking pistol in his hand. 


Twenty Years in Diocese. 


Woodward was for twenty years a 
minister in the South Carolina diocese. 
He was known as a man with fixed 
opinions, on the negro question in par- 
ticular. In 1918, when Bishop Guerry 
sought a suffragan bishop for work 
among the negroes of the diocese, the

U. S. Treasury Is Rocked 
By “Great Butter Scandal” 


Officials, Including President, Buy 8,000 Pounds 
Week at Cost, Resulting in $1,500 Fund, Which 
Leads to Quizzes by McCarl and Mills. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 

This is the story of the “great butter 
scandal,” which is causing as much 
agitation among the army of Treasury 
Department employes as the Welch pay 
raise bill. The White House has not 
yet taken sides, although it is involv- 
ed to the extent of about $2.50 a week 
and the President is personally inter- 
ested to the extent of 25 cents a week. 

But Comptroller General McCarl has 
withdrawn his squads from the butter 
pool and the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing has done the same. Anony- 
mous letters have found their way to 
Undersecretary of the Treasury Wills 
and the business of the Ohio butter 
firm that is concerned has dropped al- 
most 5,000 pounds a week. 

It all grew out of the idea of F. A. 
Birgfeld, Treasury chief clerk, that a 
penny should be added on now and 
then to the butter which the Govern- 
ment employes had been getting at 
cost. This periodical penny has now 
grown to approximately $1,500 and ap- 
parently has no other purpose than to 
continue to grow. Some of the ag- 
grieved employes contend that it is 
conceivable that it will some day 
amount to more money than the Treas- 
ury has itself. 

But it is probably best to get back 


te the beginning of the butter story. 
iver tere back before the war when the 


Ohio firm made a contract at the 
Treasury by which butter would be 
served at cost. As to just what this 
meant may be seen from the fact that 
this butter was delivered last week 
with the added cost, at 48 cents, while 
its equivalent grade in Washington sald 
at between 60 and 65 cents. 

Sucn ae producer to the consumer 
movement was bound to find favor 
among the Treasury employes. Every 
week the butter was shipped direct to 
a central head in the Treasury, who, 
without any pay, apportioned it out 
to the Treasury housewives and hus- 
bands who had placed their orders. As 
the business grew monitors were named 
by several of the departments to take 
the load off the central agent, and 
for years everything worked nicely end 
this Ohio butter played no small part 
in keeping up the high morale of the 
Tresury Department. 

Just when the White House got onto 
it is not known, but it was coincident 
with the Coolidge administration. 5So 
every week there was an order of 200 

or 250 pounds for the White House in 
genera! and 25 pounds or so for the 
President and his immediate family.

A message from her mother, who had 
not known of the girl’s intention to 
fiy the Atlantic until the plane left 
Boston yesterday, was waiting for Miss 
Earhart when the ship floated down 
on the bay here this morning. 


Left Boston Unhearalded. 


The three had slipped out of Boston 
yesterday, unheralded, in their tri- 
motored Fokker monoplane, fitted with 
pontoons. Fog encountered near Hall- 
fax forced them to spend the night 
there but this morning they continued 
their way and in about four and a 
half hours reached this bay, the mark 
they will toe for their great endeavor. 

In a note she left behind, Miss Ear- 
hart had said, “Jf I succeed, all will 
be well. If I don’t I shall be happy 
to pop off in the midst of such an ad- 
venture.” Her slightness of build was 
accentuated by the tight-fitting brown 
knickers and high laced boots she wore 
when she stepped from the plane here 
this afternoon, Her close cut, light 
hair was tousled by the wind, for she 
wore no hat. 

Off at First Opportunity.

MCARL PAY RAISE RULES 
BRING JOY AND SADNESS 


Two Promotion Jumps Given 
in Low Grades; Only One 
in Upper Classes. 


BROOKHART PLAN Loses 


| 

All doubt concerning the administra- 
tion of the Welch act was removed yes- 
terday when Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl issued instructions as to how the 
salary raises provided in the act are to 
be applied. 

The McCarl decision was greeted with 
joy by some 35,000 of the lower-paid 
Government employes, but there were 
about 10,000 who read it with keen 
disappointment. 

The decision means that the em- 
ployes near the bottom of the various 
grades will get two promotional jumps, 
while the one in the middle and those 
from the middle to the top will get 
only one. 

In most grades, this means that em- 
ployes at the bottom of thé grade will 
receive a $120 raise, while those at the 
top will receive only a $60 raise. 

Most of these latter @¢mployes felt 
sure that they would be moved ahead 
two salary step-ups with the exception 
of the employe at the top of the grade, 
who, it was realized, could only move 
ahead one. Senator Brookhart (Repub- 
lican), of Iowa, who had much to do 
with the enactment of the bill, was 
convinced that it would work out that 
way. 

Comptroller General McCarl evident- 
ly had to rule against this method in 
order to keep within the average sal- 
ary provision that now is carried. in 
the appropriation acts. 

Two important features in McCarl’'s 
regulations had to do with the time 
the raises are to become effective and 
with the so-called split grades in the 
act. 

He ruled that employes are to re- 
ceive their increases beginning July 
15, and that the deficiency thus caused 
in the appropriation is to be made up 
at the next session of Congress. 

McCarl’s decision with regard to the 
split grades was regarded as a blow to 
the Personnel Classification Board. The 
board planned to allocate the employes 
in these split grades. McCarl’s decision 
blocked this.

NOTE TO LITHUANIA HELD 
WAR THREAT BY POLAND 


Naming of Vilna as Former’s 
Capital Is Unfriendly Act. 
Says Zaleski. 


GERMANY IS DENOUNCED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Berlin, June 4.—Poland has sent 
Litnuania a grave note which the press 
and public opinion tonight interpret 
as an open threat of war unless the 
League of Nations finds a solution to 
the conflict at its June session now 
under way. 

Polish Foreign Minister Zaleski’s con- 
cluding phrase in the note warns 
Lithuania that Poland considers the 
publication of amendments to the 
Lithuanian constitution declaring Vilna 
& capital constitutes an unfriendly act 
and may have most serious conse- 
quences. 

“I must also draw your attention to 
the fact that Poland’s obligation to re- 
spect the integrity of Lithuania’s ter- 
ritory imposes on Lithuania the obli- 
gation to respect Polish territory,” he 
said. “Lithuania under such circum- 
stances has no right to mention Vilna, 
which is Polish territory.” 

Opinion in Warsaw tonight is much 
excited and denounces Germany, who 
is accused of egging Premeir Walde- 
maras of Lithuania to irritate Poland. 

Marshal Joseph Pilsudski, of Poland, 
who is in a bellicose mood, also sent a 
sharp note to Russia today. Poland 
expresses regret at the attempt to mur- 
der the Russian trade commissioner at 
Warsaw, but energetically reject the 
Russian accusations that the Polish 
government is screeing Russian refugees 
who are plotting terrorism against 
Soviet officials. The note closes with 
Poland categorically protesting against 
unfriendly comment in the Soviet Rus- 
sian press and its attacks on Marshal 


Pilsudskli.

‘Airmen Defy Menacing 
Waves and Clouds in 
3,138-Mile Flight. 


MANY NATIONALITIES 
CHEER THEIR LANDING 


Disaster Threatened for Hours 
as Plane Fought Storm; 
Fuel Supply Low. 


Suva (Tuesday), June 5 (A.P.). 


‘The transatlantic monoplane South- 


ern Cross arrived from Kaual 
Island, Hawaii, 3,138 miles to the 
north, at 6:23 p. m., Pacific Coast 
time, Monday. 

In arriving, Capt. Charles Kings- 
ford-Smith and three companions 
put behind them 5,538 miles of 
their overseas flight of 7,800 miles 
from Oakland, Calif., to Sydney, 
Australia, but they lost 24 hours 
in crossing the internationa] time 
Meridian. 

The courage of Kingsford-Smith, 
the cOmmander, of Charles Ulm, 
fellow pilot, Australians, and Navi- 
gator Harry W. Lyon and James 
Warner, radio operator, Americans, 
triumphed over’ storm clouds 
through. which they drove their 
stout plane. It rose superior to 
the waste of thousands of miles of 
menacing seas, and to the aching 
suspense of hours of uncertainty of 
their position. 

1,700-Mile Stretch Ahead. 

Before them stretches another long 
Overseas “light—1,700 miles to Brisbane, 
Australia— but with the achievement 
of the 2,400-mile air passage from Callie 
fornia to Hawaii and the overseas flight 
ended today, longest ever made above 


waves, the fliers tonight were supremely 
confident of success. 


The fliers were greeted by thousands, 
representative of the nations of the 
world, gathered in this far-out post of 
the South Seas to do honor in common 


to human intrepidity — exemplified in 
the performance of the Australian- 
American crew. For love of courage 
and accomplishment rising over na- 
ture’s tremendous obstacles made 
brothers for the time being of that 
sreat throng of Americans, Europeans, 
Fijians and Polynesians. They were 
united in one great kinship. 

The British colonial government of 
Fiji had lent its aid in preparation -.or 
the welcome to the fliers. Albert Park 
had been made into an aviation field 
of 450 yards length, trees being sacri- 
ficed to the ax, wires removed and other 
obstructions removed. Upon a park 
lawn like a bowling green the huge 
bird of the air came to rest after breast- 
ing the thousands of miles of storm 
wind that fought against it. 

The flight from Hawaii required 34 
hours and 33 minutes. 


Faced Disaster Throughout. 


With the islands in sight there was a 
period of waiting for the word that was 
to inform the world of the triumphant 
landing at Suva. This was due to the 
radio antenna being reeled in to permit 
the landing to be made. 

This act was made known in the last 
message from James Warner, radio op- 
erator, before cutting communication, 
That message contained a friendly 
greeting to fellow operators. It said: 

“Southern Cross is in sight of Fijf 
Islands now. Seventy-three (best re- 
gards) to all operators. I guess I’ll reel 
in now, 30.” 

Disaster threatened throughout the 
flight. In the long sweep of 3,138 miles 
of water there were only two landing 
places at which it was thought possible 
to alight without smashing plane and 
killing crew; and having landed, they 
could not have taken flight again. 

These two possible landing places 
were the coral atolls of Canton and 
Ednerbury in the Phoenix group, 1,866 
miles from the starting point at the 
Barking Sands of Kauai Island. Prc 
truding 20 to 30 feet above the wave

Left Oakland Thursday. 


The Southern Cross began its great 
air journey from Oakland, Calif., at 
8:51 a. m. Thursday after a preparation 
of many months, including many en- 
durance flights. With little display of 
the dramatic, the great plane soared 
away, unaccompanied by the usual es- 
corting planes, and alone headed out 
over the Pacific; without fuss, without 
ostentation. 

As on today’s flight, the plane’s radio 
kept listeners ashore and afloat in« 
formed of its movement. Once during 
that flight to Hawaii the Southern 
Cross radioed that it was in an air 
current that dragged it downward; a 
report that was f6lNowed by an hour of 
radio silence that caused fear to grip 
the hearts of listeners, until the radio 
worked again.

Wheeler Field, near Honolulu, banks of 
cloud deceived the aviators with their 
resemblance to land, and again hue 
manity’s breath labored while the fliers 
appealed for compass bearings.

MANY BANKS NOTIFIED 
OF GOVERNMENT CLAIM 


Attempt to Extradite Oil Man 
From France in Continen- 
tal Case Is Rumored. 


Denver, June 4 (A.P.).—Income taxes, 
interest and penalties aggregating $8.- 
498,935.78 were today assessed against 
Henry M. Blackmer, wealthy Denver oil 
Operator, self-exiled in France, and at 
the same time the Government took 
ateps construed as looking toward his 
prosecution. 

Almost simultaneous with the filing 
of tax liens against Blackmer and the 
service of writs of attachment against 
his property in Denver and New York 


City, a special grand jury was called |' 


here, presumably to consider his in- 
dictment. 


Liens Filed in Two Cities. 


Federal authorities filed liens in the 
Denver Federal Court and in the office 
of the Denver County clerk, totaling 
$2,056,048.16. Earlier in the day similar 
liens, filed in the New York Federal 
Court and recorder’s office amounted 
to %6,442,455.62. 

The tax liens filed in Denver consist- 
ed of $1,045,000 in taxes, $835,000 pen- 
alty and $176,480.16 interest. It is un- 
derstood the taxes and penalties are 
for the years 1916 and 1917, and 1919 
to 1923 tnclusive. Failure to pay taxes 
from 1916 to 1923 inclusive is alleged in 
the liens filed against Blackmer in New 
York. 

Writs of attachment against any 
property held by or for Blackmer were 
filed today with 22 companies or indi- 
viduals, including all financial insti- 
tutions in which Blackmer is believed 
to have accounts. In New York City 
they were also served upon banks with 
which he did business. 

No official announcement was forth- 
coming from authorities that the 
Blackmer case would be considered by 
the grand jury, but the summoning of 
that body at the same time the liens 
were being filed was taken to indicate 
that the Government would attempt to 
indict Blackmer and cause his extra- 
dition to Denver. 

Only a pert of the tax, interest and 


penalties assessed against the oil man 
was understood to be for his alleged, 
profits in the Continental Trading Co., | 
an adjunct of. the celebrated Teapot 
Dome case. 

Director of Midwest Concern. 


New York, June 4 (A.P.).—Notice of 
liens because of tax claims, interest 
and penalties, totaling %6,442,455.62, 
against Henry M. Blackmer, who went 
into voluntary exile abroad to escape 
testifying in the Sinclair oil cases. was 
filed today by Hugh McQuillan, chief 
of the intelligence unit of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Liens agains‘ ai. holders of securi- 
tiles in Blackmer’s name, warning that 
the Government has an enforceable 
claim for unpaid income taxes, were 
forwarded to 2° {financial institutions 
in which the fugitive oll magnate was 
Delieved to have accounts. 

Blackmer is alleged to have failed to 
pay income taxes fror 1916 to 1923. 

Until three montLs ago Blackmer 
was 2 director of the Midwest Refin- 
ing Co. He went to Europe toward the 
end of 19233 and repeated efforts have 
been tnade since to bring him back for 
testimony in various phases of the 
Teapot Dome litigation. For almost a 
year he has been a man without a 
country. following upon the revocation 
of his passport in June, 1927. 

Treasury officials began an examina- 
tion of his tax returns June 24, 1927. 
He was fined $100,000 in connection 
with the oll scandal, and after litiga- 
tion lasting until March 41, 1928, the 
courts upheld the seizure of $100,000 of 
his property. His name figured promi- 
nently in testimony concerning the 
Continental Trading Co. before the Sen- 
ate committee. 

The amount which the Government 
is attempting to collect consists of 
$3,236,336 in alleged unpaid taxes and 
the remainder, almost half, of penalties 
and interest. The Federal income tax 
law provides for an assessment of as, 
much as 50 per cent in case of a de- 
fault in tax payments and interest at 
the rate of 1 per cent monthly.

VANCE AGAIN EJECTED 
FROM SUPREME COURT 


A second attempt within two weeks 
to induce the United States Supreme 
Ceurt to review a case which had been 
decided against him caused Llynn For- 
rest Vance, 49 vears old a salesman, of 
Baltimore, Md., to spend a half-hour at 
Folice Headquarters yesterday.

DIPLOMAS AND PRIZES 
AWARDED LARGE CLASS 


Wilson Navy Secretary Holds 
United States Now Poor 
second in Warships. 


Taking both Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties to task for indifference to 
“the supreme concern of mankind— 
peace,” Josephus Daniels, former Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in a commencement 
address at American University yester- 
day, made an appeal for the “holy 
ideals of Woodrow Wilson and Elihu 
Root.” 


The speaker reviewed with open 
criticism the record of both parties on 
the League of Nations, the world court, 
conferences for reduction of naval arm- 
ament and asked the pointed question: 
“What will the two parties promise 
this year?” 

“Neither party can ‘point with pride’ 
tO a Single thing that has been accom- 
plished to substitute arbitration and 
understanding for war,’ he said. “The 
Democrats will pass the buck to the Re- 
publicans and attempt an alibi for lack 
of power. The Republicans can truly 
reply that if the Democrats had shown 
as much zeal for the world court as 
they expended on reducing taxes on cor- 
porations and partisan advantage they 
might come into court with cleaner 
hands. 

“The truth ts that neither party is 
thinking about world peace or how to 
secure it. No candidate of either party 
has so much as mentioned this supreme 
world need. Why? They are afraid of 
some large bloc of voters or they think 
the people are only for loaves and fishes 
and no longer can be interested in is- 
sues that reach to the heights. 


“Poor Second on Seas.” 


“The big thing, the commanding 
challenge to America is to cease its 
policy of doubt and drift and to join 
hands with the nations of earth to find 
a workable substitute for war.” 

The Navy Secretary of the Wilson 
administration declared the United 
States was now left a “poor second on 
the high seas.’ President Coolidge, he 
said, had called a naval conference of 
the three big navy nations to “secure 
what we failed to obtain at the Wash- 
ington conference.” The determination 
of the British to retain supremacy of 
the seas as seen at the Paris peace con- 
ference, was said by the speaker to 
have prevented an understanding, and 
the failure by Congress to authorize ad- 
ditional cruisers had left this country 
“a poor second.” 

“That should stimulate us,” he de- 
clared, to see that alliances and partial 
treaties are but ropes of sand. The 
only way yet devised by men to end 
navy competitive building ts for Uncle 
Sam to take his seat in the conference 
of nations at Geneva.” 

“Let us however, he added, “take 
fresh hope in the spirit of the Kellogg 
suggestion for the outlawry of war. We 
may or may not believe that war can 
be outlawed by the Kellog formula, but 
all lovers of international peace must 
rejoice that he has officiaily opened the 
door to discussion. Let us stand ready 
to cooperate in any plan that promises 
to bring an end to wars.” 

Fifty-eight degrees were awarded at 
the commencement exercises, the di- 
plomas being presented by Dr. Lucius C 
Clark, chancellor of the institution 
who presided. Candidates were intro- 
duced by Dr. George B. Woods, dean of 
the college of liberal arts: Dr. Albert 
H. Putney, director of the schoo! of 
the political sciences, and Dr. Edward 
T. Devine, dean of the graduate school 
The U.’S Navy Band, under direction 
of Lieut. Charles Benter, who was pub- 
licly felicitated by former Secretary 
Daniels from the platform, played a 
stirring program.

BISHOP L. 8. WILSON Dita 
AT HOME IN BALTIMORE 


Methodist Prelate Had Been 
Stricken With Heart Attack 
at Conference. 


Bishop Luther Barton Wilson, for- 
merly a Washington pastor and re- 
cently retired as bishop of the New 
York area, died last night at his Balti- 
more home, the victim of heart attack 
with which he was stricken while de- 
livering an address at the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Kansas City, Mo. 

His last official act was the reading 
of the bishops’ address, on behalf of 
the board of bishops of the church 
After the announcement of his retire- 
ment,*which took place at the session, 
Bishop Wilson departed for his home 
in Roland Park, Baltimore, where he 
had been critically ill since. He was 72 
years old. 

Bishop Wilson, who held many high 


offices in the church, was at one time, 


the pastor of Wesley Chapel and 
Foundry Church of this city. From 
1894 to 1900 he held the office of pre- 
siding elder of this district, being later 
transferred to a similar office in the 
Baltimore district. 

He was elected president of the 
Antisaloon League in 1901, succeeding 
Hiram Price. 

Bishop Wilson was born November 
14, 1856, was educated in Baltimore 
private schools and later studied medi- 
cine at the University of Maryland. 
He practiced for one year and entered 
the ministry. 

He was elected bishop at the general 
conference in Los Angeles, in 1904. He 
was resident Bishop of Chattanooga for 
years and later transferred to Phila- 
delphia. In 1912 he was assigned to 
the New York area. 

He is survived bv 
Barton Wilson. jr.; a daughter, Mrs. 
George Thomas, and a sister, Miss 
Nannie Wilson, all of Baltimore.

No. 11 in the clerical, administrative 
and fiscal service. Evidently the Clas- 
sification Board intended that in the 
first case some employes should remain 
in grade 4 and some be moved into 
grade 5. McCar! ruled that they all 
should go into grade 5. He made the 
same ruling in the other case, sending 
all employes to grade 12. 

A number of employes in the split 
grades were genuinely thrilled by Mc- 
Carl’s decision. To those at the bot- 
tom of the grade it means a Salary in- 
crease of $800 a year. Those at the top 
of these split grades receive only a 
$200 raise, and, consequently, were not 
able to work up quite so much en- 
thusiasm. 

Under the McCarl decision, the 
Welch bill will not add as much to 
the Government payroll as would have 
been added had it been administered 
as Senator Brookhart and some others 
had hoped it would be. 

In issuing the regulations for admin- 
istering the act, McCar] provided a 
table showing just what each employe 
shall be paid and also a mathematical 
formula to govern the moving ahead of 
the employes. 


Ruling by Comptroller, 


After quoting a clause in the Welch 
act providing that employes shall hold 
the same relative positions under the 
act as they now hold, McCarl says: 

“In determining what is the same 


‘relative position or positions within 
their respective grades,’ as contemplated 
by the provision first quoted from. the 
amended statute, there should be a 
comparison of the total number of sal- 
ary rates in corresponding grades under 
the original and amended statutes and 
a comparison of the relative place of 
each position in each corresponding 
grade. 

“In all cases in which the corre- 
sponding grades under the original and 
amended acts have the same number of 
salary rates the relative position under 
the new schedule is, of course, the posi- 
tiontion having the corresponding sal- 
ady rate number as the rate at whicn 
the employe was paid under the old 
schedule as of June 30, 1928. Where 
there are a different number of salary 
rates in corresponding grades under the 
old and new schedule, the relative place 
of the position in the grade under the 
original schedule may be represented ny 
a fraction, the denominator of which «s 
the total number of salary rates in the 
grade and the numerator of which is 
the place in the grade of the salary 
rate at which the employe is paid, rep- 
resented by one for the minimum sal- 
ary and so on. 


Fraction ts Multiplied. 


Then the relative »lace of such posi- 
tion in the corresponding grade under 
the schedule in the amended statute 
will be determined by multiplying such 
fraction by the whole number which 
represents the tota! number of salary 


rates in the schedule under the amend- gress at its next session.” .

WIRE TAPPING BY U. S. 
HELD CONSTITUTIONAL

and to prevent 
his will.” 

Emphasizing that the protection 
thrown around material things, 
Chief Justice declared that it did 
forbid wire-tapping, which did 
constitute searching and seizure, 
involved only evidence obtained 
hearing, without the invasion of the 
homes or offices of the defendants. 
The amendment can not be expanded, 
he added, to include “telephone wires 
reaching to the whole world from the 
defendant’s house or office. The in- 
tervening wires are not a part of his 
house or office any more than the 
highways along which they are 
stretched.”’ 

Congress may enact a law which 
would protect the secrecy of telephone 
messages by making them inadmissible 
in evidence in Federal] criminal trials, 
he stated, but until it does act the 
courts can give no consideration to 
ethics, but must admit evidence ob- 
tained by wire tapping. 

“A standard which would forbid the 
reception of evidence if obtained by 
other than nice ethical conduct by 
Government officlals would make so- 
ciety suffer,” he stated in conclusion. 
“and give criminals greater immunity 
than has been known heretofore. * * * 
Those who realize the difficulties in 
bringing offenders to justice may well 
deem it wise that the exclusion of evi- 
dence should be confined to cases where 
rights under the Constitution would be 
violated by admitting it.” 

Speaking for Justice Holmes as well 
as himself, Justice Brandies asserted 
that “decency, security and liberty 
alike demand that Government offi- 
cilals shall be subjected to the same 
rules of conduct that are commands to 
the citizen.” 

Crime is contagious, he declared, and 
“if the Government becomes a law- 
breaker, it breeds contempt for law; it 
invites every man to become a law 
unto himself; it invites anarchy. He 
declared that in the administration of 
the criminal law, the end justifies the 
means—to declare that the Govern- 
ment may commit crimes in order to 
secure the conviction of a private crimi- 
nal—would bring terrible retribution. 
Against that pernicious doctrine this 
court should resolutely set its face.” 

Setting forth the minority views in 
a@ lengthy opinion, Justice, Brandeis 
concluded that wire tapping was illegal, 
and evidence obtained by such means 
was not admissible in the courts. The 
Government makes no attempt, he 
states, to defend such methods and 
under a long line of decisions, from 
which he quoted, the court had com- 
mitted itself against the admission of 
such evidence. 

The contracts between’ telephone 
companies and the users contemplate 
the private use of the facilities, Justice 
Butier stated, insisting that the ex- 
clusive use of the wires was a right of 
those served by the companies. ‘Wire 
tapping involves interference with the 
wire while being used,” he declared, 
taking the position that the “tapping 
the wires and listening in. by the offi- 
cers literally constituted a search for 
evidence.” 

Justice Stone, in his dissenting opin- 
ion, added that the court should not 
have disposed of the controversy on a 
narrow, single question, but should 
have given the cases broad unrestricted

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TREASURY IS ROCKED 
BY BUTTER SCANDAL

chief clerk only a short while, he sent 
a hot letter to Assistant Secretary 
Dewey complaining that the butter 
transactions took up too much of the 
employes’ time, that the Treasury was 
not a Center Market. and so forth, and 
recommending that it be stopped. Lhe 
thought, however, that Dewey got out 
of the complaint, was that butter, good 
butter, was to be had cheap. His an- 
swer to the recommendation was that 
he be put down for 10 pounds a weex. 

Well, Mr. Birgfeld then decided that 
if there must be a butter business it 
should be conducted *in a Treasury 
business way. At the time it was the 
practice of the Ohio butter firm to 
send the butter here with the express 
unpaid. Then 2 or some times 21, 
cents a pound would be edded on by 
the man who handled it here in the 
Treasury. It would absorb the ex- 
press charges and that is all 

Mr. Birgfeld ruled that a fund should 
be built up, just what kind of a fund 
has not yet been determined.

Peking, China, June 4 (A.P.).—An 
unconfirmed report from Mukden states 
that Wu Chun-Sheng, the governor of 
Heilunkiang province, who was wound- 
ed when a bomb was hurled this morn- 
ing at the train of Marshal Chang 
Tso-Lin, has succumbed to his injuries. 
The condition of Mo Teh-Hui, who was 
secretary of agriculture and commerce 
in the Peking cabinet, was reported as 
serious. 

No word has come as to the exact 
extent of the injuries of Marshal Chang. 
The former dictator was cut on the 
head when the bombing occurred, but 
later was taken to his residence. A 
number of his bodyguard of gendarmes 
were killed and two cars of his special 
train were destroyed. Wu and Mo were 
in the car next to that of the former 
dictator of Peking. 

Mukden dispatches from Japanese 
sources say that rumors have been 
spréad among the Chinese tn the Man- 
churian capital blaming the Japanese 
for the outrage. Feeling against sub- 
jects of Tokyo is running High and 
many of the leading Japanése residents 
have taken refuge with the troops of 
their nation. One Japanese boy was 
stabbed by a Chinese and seriously 
wounded, 


Japlnese Kill Two Natives. 


A Japanese military report aserta that 
two alleged agents of the south China 
Nationalist government, clad in civilian 
clothing, weré shot dead Sunday eve- 
ning by Japanese sentries. They re- 
fused to halt for examination near the 
scene of the Monday morning bombing.

HIT AT WOMEN'S oESOION 


Are Obstacles in Way of Mod- 
ern Democracy, Club 
Federation Told. 


DRY METHODS SLURRED 


San Antonio, Tex., June 4 (A.P.),.— 
Scoffers and ‘blacklisting patriots” are 
the chief obstacles in the way of those 
who are trying to make the machinery 
of democracy serve modern conditions, 
Dr. Max Handman, eminent economist 
and sociologist of the University of 
Texas, told the nineteenth biennial 
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convention of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs here today. 

Dr. Handman said the chief trouble 
arises over the fact that people fail to 
distinguish between the democratic way 
of life and the machinery by which de- 
mocracy functions. 

The pioneers, he said, found their 
system of government bad and changed 
it. Their descendants, however, out of 
mistaken loyalty to their ancestors, fail 
to do the very thing their ancestors 
did—change the machinery of theri 
government when it is worn out. 

Attacks upon the Department of Jus- 
tice and prohibition. enforcement were 
made by Mrs. Minnie Fisher Cunning- 
ham, candidate for the Senate ‘from 
Texas. 

“The enforcement of the prohibition 
law has been made such a show of cor- 
ruption and inefficiency as to make you 
weep with indignation and laugh with 
scorn in the same breath,” she said. 

“The great Department of Justice at 
Washington. our Federal Government's 
arm for,serving the people in the en- 
forcement of Federal laws, has been so 
shot through with corruption in recent 
years that it will take a generation on 
the straight and narrow path to restore 
to the public the reverence and respect 
which is due this department,’ she 
declared.

PLANNED FOR THIS WEEK 


Capt. Carranza Would Return 
Lindbergh’s Gesture of 
National Goodwill. 


Capt. Emilio Carranza, of the Mexi- 
can aviation service, who some weeks 
ago announced his intention of at- 
tempting a nonstop flight from Mexico 
City to Washington, plans to hop off 
for this city the last of this week, ac- 
cording to advices received last night 
by the Mexican Embassy here, 


The flight was originally planned as 
a gesture of friendship in acknowledg- 
ment of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh’s 
good will hop to-the capital of the 
southern republic last December. Col. 
Lindbergh made the 2,000-mile atir 
journey in approximately 27 hours. 

An exact date for the Mexico to 
Washington flight has not been fixed 
by the Mexican ace, due to uncertain 
weather conditions, but it is known 
that all arrangements have been made 
for the take-off. Senor Don Luis Pa- 
dilla-Nervo, second secretary of the 
Mexican Embassy, said last night that 
their dispatches had withheld all de- 
tails of Carranza’s plans. 

The Mexican pilot will fly a Ryan 
monoplane of the same type as the 
“Spirit of St. Louis,” used by Lind- 
bergh in his Latin-American tour. 
Carranza only recently piloted the 
plane alone from San Diego, Calif., to 
Mexico City. He covered the distance 
of 1,700 mjles in about 18 hours.

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WASTE AND THE FRANK. 


The limitations surrounding the use of the 


congressional frank have never been sharply 


the use to which it may be put.

shown that hundreds of thousands of 
speeches, or what passed for them, have been 
sent from Washington for campaign purposes 
at the expense of the taxpayers. The only 
statutory requirement is that the matter ap- 
pear first in the Congressional Record. This 
is in itself no brake, for the rules governing 
that publication have been so loosely inter- 
preted that it is possible to get anything, no 
matter how extraneous, within its columns. 
It is not necessary that the matter to be 
printed be a speech of a member, It may be, 
and often is, the utterance of some private 
individual, a letter or a magazine article. 

That members of Congress wish to increase 
rather than limit the field of distribution 
under the frank is indicated by a proposal 
originating in the House that credits be al- 
lowed the members for Government publica- 
tions which they do not use. As the rules 
now stand each member gets a certain number 
of copies of a selected Government publica- 
tion. The result is that thousands of such 
documents pile up and are eventually de- 
stroyed. City members, for instance, seldom 
have any use for farm publications and coun- 
try members can do nothing with advice in- 
tended for urban dwellers. The suggestion is 
that the members be credited for documents 
which they find unsuitable, and be allowed 
to obtain a corresponding number of some 
publication which will suit their constituencies. 

The entire matter of congressional printing 
and the use of the frank needs investigation 
and regulation. A means for some such re- 
form may be afforded through the protest 
which has been lodged with Congress by for- 
‘mer Gov. O. B. Colquitt of Texas, one of the 
candidates for the Democratic senatorial nom- 
ination in that State. Three of his opponents 
are members of Congress and Gov. Colquitt 
charges that they have been exceedingly lib- 
eral in the use of the frank for campaign pur- 
poses. One Texas congressman, it is charged, 
recently had a speech printed in the Record 
as though he had delivered it on the floor 
while on the date in question he was actually 
in Dallas. 

The taxpayers should not be called upon 
to share the costs of furthering the personal 
or political ambitions of members of Congress. 
No good reason exists why the flood of Gov- 
érnment publications should inundate those 
who have not requested them. The expense 
of maintaining the Government Printing Of- 
fice and the United States mails may be a 
minor item in relation to the whole cost of 
government, but when an almost. absolute 
waste of money is involved no hesitancy 
should be shown in putting economies into 
practice. 


MISS WILLS SUPREME.

A general clean-up can be had only through 
two methods. Of primary importance, opera- 
tors of bus and taxicab lines, in the realization 
that their continued prosperity depends to a 
considerable extent upon public favor, should 
instruct their drivers that the motoring public 
at all times must be accorded courtesy and 
consideration. In addition, members of the 
Police Department should be brought to real- 
ize individually that a taxicab or a bus is no 
more, in the eyes of the law, than any other 
vehicle and its driver is entitled to privi- 
lege or preferential treatment, ‘ 


ANOTHER TRANSATLANTIC FLIGHT. 


While a Score pilots here and abroad are 
tuning up planes for transatlantic hops, Wil- 
mer Stultz, Lou Gordon and Miss Amelia Har- 
hart have hopped off in the monoplane Friend- 
ship with England as their destination. A year 


ago all interest was centered upon the mere 
accomplishment of a transoceanic hop. Today 
the feat has been accomplished successfully 
several times, and interest now centers in 
safety. With several notable exceptions, the 
planes that will take flight on transatlantic 
ventures this year are multimotored, designed 
and equipped to prove that transoceanic flying 
no longer is a mere stunt venture. The project 
of Wilmer Stultz and his companions is no 
exception to this trend. 

The plane they are using was constructed for 
Commander Byrd's antarctic flight. It was 
sold several weeks ago, however, to the Me- 
chanical Science Corporation, of which George 
Palmer Putnam is the spokesman. A huge, 
trimotored Fokker, it is mounted on pontoons 
of new design instead of on wheels, and with 
it Wilmer Stultz has planned to fly across the 
Atlantic, with stops when necessary en route. 
Following his successful intercontinental flight 
of last summer Commander Byrd issued a 
statement to the effect that commercial flying 
across long water hops could prove practicable 
only with a multimotored plane, able to sustain 
itself upon less than its full motor power, 
equipped so that emergency landings could be 
made if necessary. The Friendship follows 
these specifications, and Commander Byrd 
characterizes this venture as ‘‘a sensible pio- 
neering effort.’’ 

Already the Friendship has proved the value 
of pontoons. Flying northward, its crew en- 
countered a heavy blanket of fog in the region 
of Halifax. Further flying would have proved 
extremely dangerous; so the ship was brought 
down in Halifax Harbor. Had the ship been 
unequipped with pontoons the flight probably 
could not have been thus broken, for landing 
fields suitable for large planes are not fre- 
quent in the area over which transatlantic 
flights must be routed. Because of its pon- 
toon equipment the Friendship rarely will be 
out of reach of a landing place on the entire 
flight. 

The chances are excellent that this venture 
will prove successful. Careful advance prep- 
arations have been made, and the ship is of a 
type suitable to long flights over water. The 
project serves to throw into sharp relief several 
other projected transatlantic flights, in which 
unsuitable single-motored land ships will be 
used for the sole purpose of obtaining personal 
publicity for the participants. 


FIGHTING FATIGUE. 


Science is now fracturing a favorite opinion, 
that leisure banishes fatigue. It is setting up 
the contention that fatigue as a mental state 
need not have any necessary relationship to 
labor. One can be “tired to death’? who has 
done very little work. The fight against fa- 
tigue which is already on will doubtless wit- 
ness radical alterations of viewpoints, and 
indeed such is already the case. Apathy and 
lassitude, ennui, depressions which sap en- 
ergy, these are some of the parasites which 
may wait upon those who are overfed with 
leisure. They all contribute to that state called 
fatigue, concerning which much yet remains 
in the realm of the unknown even to the nerve 
specialist. 

It is certain, however, that there is no in- 
trinsic necessity for those to feel overborne by 
life who have had little of its physical labor to 
support. Those who are so afflicted, and most 
persons are to a degree at times, are pathetic 
subjects of the same neurosis which caused the 
scriptural poet to cry for the wings of the 
morning that he might fly away and be at rest. 
Aviation is supplying the wings, that is, ready 
and speedy facilities for radical change of en- 
vironment, but the wings of the aeroplane do 
not infallibly promise rest. 

The physical supports for rést and relaxation 
are more and more being supplied, but back 
of all that can be provided in recreational com- 
fort and physical provisions for rest, lies the 
tuning of the nervous organization, whose 
gearing is now receiving the close of experts 
in fatigue relief. According to the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, there is al- 
most always to be discovered an interrelation 
between the state of health and the sense of 
fatigue. 


AUTO TAX SAVINGS. 


Since the enactment of the tariff law of 
1917, which was the first to place a tax upon 
automobiles and accessories, it is estimated 
that the buyers of cars have paid a total of 
$1,068,303,366 into the Federal Treasury. 

The first relief from this great burden came 
with the passage of the tariff act of 1924, 
which’ cut the tax on tires, parts and acces- 
sories 50 per cent and exempted the lower- 
priced truck chassis from all taxation. The 
estimated reduction in taxation under this act 
was $25,000,000 annually. Two years later all 
taxes on accessories were repealed and the 
rate on passenger cars was reduced from 5 to 3 
per cent. The estimated result of this act was 
the reduction of taxes on automobile owners 
by $72,000,000 during the fiscal year 1927. 

During the session of Congress which has 
just ended, the Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Automobile Dealers Association 
and the American Automobile Association 
worked hand in hand in an effort to have the 
remaining taxes on the industry repealed en- 
tirely. The administration was disposed to 
resist this movement because it was feared 
that the reduction in revenue which would fol- 
low would drain the Treasury resources. But 
manufacturers, dealers and owners of cars 
were persistent and tnejatont in their demands 


for the repeal of the last of the special levies. , 


The revenue bill of 1928, which was signed by 
the President on the last day of the session, 
repealed the last of these automobile taxes, 
and that the benefits would be pagsed on to 
the purchasers of new cars at once was made 
certain through an agreement in which all the 
manufacturers joined. 

The American Automobile Association re- 
ports that the sale of new cars in Washington 
in 1927 totaled 17,900, which was 68 per cent 
of the number sold in the peak year, 1926, 
when dealers disposed of approximately 26,000 
cars of all types. A mark beyond the record 
year may be set by the reductions the new 
revenue act has made possible, 


LIMITS OF POPULATION. 
Students of population are arriving at more 
or less definite conclusions with respect to the 
conditions which govern population movements 


‘that bear closely upon the policies of govern- 


ments. It was a long span between the prac- 
tice of importing labor into this country in the 
form of indentured servants and the labor 
contract law which put the bars down upon 


contract labor from abroad. It was another 
long span to the adoption of the present system 
of limiting upon a quota basis the number of 
immigrants allowed to come into the country. 
Each of these steps was marked by the claim of 
the American people themselves to first rights 
to the land and opportunities of their coun- 
try. But back of all the barriers set up any- 
where to the immigration tide have been work- 
ing persistently the natural forces for readjust- 
ment of populations. Pent up in one direction, 
the population tide overflows in another. Some- 
times this is accompanied by war; at other 
times it is effected peacefully. 

In the last analysis, oceans and _ aridity 
have been the chief physical forces in the 
direction of the population movements of the 
past. Oceans are no longer a barrier to the 
tides of population; the areas of nonfertility 
of the soil still govern to a great extent. When 
man is able to make the desert blossom ag the 
rose he will have done much to relleve the 
pressure of population upon those countries 
which can yield to that pressure only at the 
sacrifice of their standards of living. 

The limits of population among the ad- 
vanced peoples are set by the socia] demands of 
their populations, and so congestion is caused 
elsewhere, with conquest of less desirable 
areas. The human tide can not be permanently 
dammed; it will find outlet. 


A GOOD IDBA. 


Three teams in which Washington has par- 
ticular interest are in the six that have been 
named to contest for the American lacrosse 
championship and the right to appear in exhibi- 
tion Olympic games abroad. The contest be- 
tween the leading twelves in the country was 
so finely drawn during the regular season that 
the selection committee had no alternative but 
to order a play-off. Maryland, Army and Navy 
make up one-half the selected field, and the 
thought naturally occurred to those in charge 
of arrangements that Washington should be 
the scene of some of the elimination games. 

In the schedule that has been drawn both 
Army and Navy have been chosen to play on 
June 16. The cadets will meet the winner of 
the Hopkins-Mount Washington game to be 
played in Baltimore on Saturday. The Mid- 
Shipmen will oppose the victor in the Mary- 
land-Rutgers contest also scheduled for the 
Baltimore Stadium on the 9th. Provided that 
Maryland survives the earlier round there will 
be tremendous local interest in three of the 
four teams that are to play on the 16th. 

Army, Navy and Maryland graduates have 
already been approached on the matter. The 
authorities at West Point have agreed to let 
the twelve come to the Capital. The service 
people living here and the hundreds interested 
in everything athletic at College Park would 
furnish the nucleus around which local en- 
thusiasm could be created. 

The plan to stage the games in Washington 
should be carried out, if for no other reason 
than to give this city an opportunity to judge 
lacrosse on its merits. The game has already 
gained a tremendous foothold in college cir- 
cles. Mention was made only recently of the 
rivalry that has been created between lacrosse 
and baseball as a spring sport in the colleges. 
The game has established itself or is gaining 
a foothold both to the north and south of 
Washington. No better inauguration could be 
given the sport here than through the Olympic 
trials. The suggestion that the games be held 
here should not only be seconded, but steps 


taken to make certain that the plan is carried 
out. 


SPATS ARE NEXT. 


The whole diplomatic world awaits the out- 
come of the next session of the Council of the 
League of Nations, which will be held in 
Geneva this week. Correspondents who follow 
the actions of the council may be expected to 
file with the cable companies, in order to “hold 
the wire,” either the Bible or an unabridged 
dictionary and ‘hang the expense,” for he who 
first gives the world the details of the ex- 
pected edict will score a beat on his associates 
which will make him famous. 

Last winter, when Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holland gave a New Year’s reception, a ques- 
tion of precedence arose. The judges of the 
World Court of International Justice insisted 
that they were entitled to bow to her majesty 
before certain members of the diplomatic corps 
representing comparatively insignificant coun- 
tries were received by her royal highness. At 
the time the point was raised the ruler of the 
Netherlands was without the’ essential facts 
as to diplomatic usage in receiving judges of 
international courts. The lady thought to 
still the storm by receiving each of them sep- 
arately, after greeting the members of the 
Corps Diplomatique. But this solution of the 
problem has proved unsatisfactory because 
at similar functions during the past six 
months the international judges have been 
given places which they deemed “incompatible 
with their official dignity.”” Hence the appeal 
of the jurists to the council. 

It is gratifying to learn that an agreement 


_has been reached which is reported to be ac- 


ceptable to both parties to the controversy, 
and that the details of the agreement will be 
announced at the session of the council this 
week, ' :

I can well recall 
the visit they paid to the Middle West 
in .1853.. They proved to be more de- 
structive than “army with banners.” 
It was in the late. spring, the corn was 
just beginning to show above the 
ground, and the winter wheat was 
showing its green color. When the 
locusts got through with it, the young 
corn was destroyed and scarcely a blade 
of wheat was Ieft. Gardens were swept 
clean of all vegetati.n,. and the grass 
on the parairies was cut as if by a 
lawn mower. 

They attacked the trees in the forest, 
boring the bark so full of holes that 
thousands were killed. You could have 
ridden miles through the forest with- 
out seeing any green leaves. Their 
noise at night made life miserable to 
the brute anc’ human creatures, The 
highways in the country. were covered 


with their.shells, while the dead could 
be swept up by the bushel. To make 4% 
their -visit. more’ memorable it was — 
followed by a long continued drought, 
and farmers failed to harvest any crop.

DeWolf Hopper and a Gilbert & 
Sullivan revival go well together. Mr. 
Hoppet can speak with authority of 
the days when the works of the in- 
comparable light opera partnership 
were in the making, and their joint 
charms—the opera and the man—still 
attract countless theater goers. 

“Pinafore,” offered this week at Poll’s 
by the DeWolf Hopper Comic Opera 
Company, is in song and story a part 
of the English language. Gilbert and 
Sullivan were creative artists in a day 
when genius could not be sparing. 

“Pinafore,” in the hands of a com- 
petent and enthusiastic cast, yields 
nothing but “fat” parts. It was made 
for encores and the audience which 
greeted its reappearance here demanded 
that they be given. No particular al- 
legiance was shown. It is hard to 
differentiate where nearly every tune 
either strikes the responsive chords 
of pleasant recollections or else falls 
with ail the freshness that it did when 
“Pinafore” was first given to the public 
half 1 century ago. 

The burden, or rather the enjoyment, 
of the leading roles—for singing “Pina- 
fore” must be a pleasure—fell upon 
Lillian Glaser, in the part of Josephine, 
and Oliver Reese, as Ralph Rackstraw. 
Both more than graced the opportuni- 
ties which the parts afforded them. 
Francis Tyler was superciliousness it- 
self in the part of Sir Joseph Porter. 
He preened as the “ruler of the queen's 
navy” with just the inflection and 
mannerisms which are needed to set 
off the satirical fancy in which the part 
was written. Henry Kelly, as Capt 
Corcoran, was a demonstration of the 
reason why the captain of such a ship 
should receive “‘three cheers and one 
cheer more.” The ability of Ann Yago 
was reemphasized by the manner in 
which she played the part of Little 
Buttercup. Ed Metcalfe was Bill Bob- 
stay, the old salt, in the flesh. 

It would be presumptious even to 
guess how long DeWolf Hopper has 
played the part of Dick Deadeye. By 
now it must be second nature to him, 
much as he explained that “Casey at 
the Bat,” which he gave as an entre 
act, is. Certainly he was inimitable, 
either as the old wretch of the Pina- 
fore’s crew or the immortal Casey who 
has brought more fame to Hopper than 
ever he did to the Mudville nine. If 
the enjoyment of the audience can be 
taken as. gauge, both “Pinafore” and 
“Casey” will have to be repeated before 
the current season at Poli’s has run its 
course.

KEEP BLOOD FROM THE LUNGS IN | 
FIRST AID. 
HEN a pereon is unconscious AS | 
result of a serious injury| 
around the head, particularly | 
if he is bleeding from the nose or 
mouth, that person should be turned 
face downward and left in that position | 
until skilled help comes. This article 1s) 
written especially for policemen and | 
firemen, railroad and street car em- 
ployes, and all others who are called | 
on to give first aid in such cases. It | 
is written at the request of a friend 
whose son died, possibly because the 
people who gave first aid did not know 
of the dangers from blood running into 
the lungs of an unconscious person. 
The tendency to do too much tn first 
aid is almost too irresistible. Humane 
impulses drive men to do something. 
What is done may be harmful. For in- 
stance, the urge to lift the head of an 
injured person is strong. Doing so may 
yesult in great harm. To place an in- 
jured person prone on his back seems 
more humane than to turn him face 
downward. That seems the natural and 
easy position. Under most circum- 
stances the face-up position is safe and 
comfortable. However, there are cir- 
cumstances that make it unsafe. 


Persons taken unconscious from the 
water also should be placed face down- 
ward to facilitate drainage. In fact, 
the first step in the treatment of such 
a case is to lift him, face downward, 
and with head hanging, in order to let 
the water drain out. The second step 
is to lay the unconscious person face 
downward and begin artificial respira- 
tion. 

In skull and jaw bone fractures there 
is generally bleeding into the nose, 
mouth, or throat. It is very important 
that this blood should not drain into 
the lungs. 


For some reason or other blood in 
the air tubes of the lungs is very harm- 
ful. The peculiarity of pneumonia, one 
which contributes to the high fatality 
ot the disease, is the presence in the 
air sacs and small air tubes of coagu- 
lated blood. 

It is recognized that drainage of 
blood into the lungs is a very serious 
complication of several kinds of in- 
juries. An unconscious person who is 
bleeding into the nose and mouth may 
survive the shock or even the fractures 
or other injury, provided he is pro- 
tected against drainage of blood into 
the lungs. This may be done by turn- 
ing him face downward, covering him 
warmly, applying some heat, and leav- 
ing him quiet for the time.

THE ANSWER. 

1. One Spade. This is a hand In 

which one of a suit should be bid, al- 


| though it does not contain two quick 


tricks in the sense of having an Ace- 
King. two Aces, one Ace and one 
King-Queen or two King-Queens; but 
the Spade Ace is one quick trick, and 
the hand contains much more than 
the equivalent of another. The Queen 


of Spades accompanying the Ace has 
two-thirds of a chance of being worth 
a trick; that is, it will take a trick 
with Spades trump if the King of 
Spades be in partner’s hand or on the 
right. It has a half chance of taking 
a trick if the King be adversely held. 
Each of the two Kings has the same 
chance of taking a trick that the 
Queen (accompanied by the Ace) pos- 
sesses, so the two Kings and the Queen 
together are much more than the 
equivalent of a quick trick. 


2. Pass.. This hand can not be 
counted worth more than six tricks 
against a No Trump, even with every 
break favoring it. When sitting over 
a No Trump, suits should not be bid 
unless the bidder is within two tricks 
of game; so this hand falls two tricks 
short of the requirement. It also falls 
well short of a doubling hand. It needs 
another high card; and its distribution 
is not suitable to doubling, as any 
answer the partner might make—ex- 
cept Spades—would involve great dan- 
ger. 

3. One Spade. This hand has more 
than normal support for partner's 
Minor and, if there were any score, the 
Minor should not be disturbed; but 
without a score a better game-goer 
should be found if possible. The hand 
contains two such possibilities, viz., 
No Trump and a Spade. In view of 
the general make-up and the defense- 
less Hearts, the Spade seems to be 
much the wiser selection.

Storms seemed to burst 
right over their heads. 

We must not blame the rude tribes- 
men for having strange ideas about 
thunder. They knew nothing of the 
electricity which makes lightning. It 
is no wonder that they thought some 
godlike being was making all the 
noise. 

This god they called Thor, and they

said that he made thunder by hurling 
his hammer across the heavens. When 
the rumble was heard, people would 
say: 

“Thor 
again.” 

One of thedaysof our week is named 
after this old Norse god. Thursday 
used to be spoken of as “Thor's day.” 

Among the other Norse gods was 
Balder, the bright god of the sun. He 
was said to be “so fair of face that he 
shines of himself.” 

The Norsemen also believed in god- 
desses. One of them was named Freya. 
We may trace the name of Friday back 
to the time when people spoke of 
“Freya’s day.”

Today’s Schedule May Be 
Postponed If Rain Continues,

For the first time in the history of 
the Washington High School Cadet 
Corps, a tie developed yesterday in the 
annual competition for the noncom- 
Missioned officer’s medal, when Sergt.

INQUEST PLANNED TODAY 
INTO DEATH OF TEAGHUM 


Man, Found Unconscious, 
Was Operated oh After 
Transfer to Gallinger. 


CHARGED WITH DRINKING 


An inquest into the death of John 
Teachum, 45 years old, of 1136 Florida 
avenue northeast, who died Sunday aft- 
ernoon at Gallinger Hospital, will be 
held this morning at the District 
morgue. 

Teachum and two companions, Eu- 
gene Robey, 223 Tennessee avenue 
northeast, and T. B. Montgomery, 623 
I street northeast, had been fishing 
Saturday. They returned Saturday 
night and went to Robey’s home to dl- 
vide their fish. They then started for 
their homes in an automobile driven 
by Robey. At Fourteenth street and 
Maryland avenue northeast their car 
was in collision with a car driven by 
Dominick A. Criniti, 617 Maryland ave- 
nue southwest. 

Robey was charged with reckless 
driving at the Ninth Precinct police 
station and released in $50 collateral. 
Teachum then left the party, walking. 
An hour later he was found uncon- 
scious in the 1400 block of H street 
northeast. He was taken to Casualty 
and later charged with intoxication 
and transferred to Gallinger Hospital. 
Relatives posted $10 collateral in order 
to move the injured man from Gal- 
linger Hospital, but he died before he 
could be moved. 

Teachum was operated on at Gal- 
linger Hospital for a fractured skull. 
His name was called in Police Court 
yesterday to answer the charge of in- 
toxication. His death was noted on 
the information paper and the collat- 
eral will be held until his estate is set- 
tled. Robey was fined $25 on the reck- 
less driving charge in Traffic Court. 


Court Backs Browne 
In Bomb Patent Fight 


The Court of Appeals yesterday 
awarded priority to Ralph C. Browne, 
of Salem, Mass., in a patent dispute 
concerning the Mark IV type of under- 
sea mines, which played havoc with 
the German submarines in the Eng- 
lish Channel, the North and the Baltic 
seas during the World War. 

Interference proceedings were insti- 
tuted by John K. M. Harrison, of 
Ogontz, Pa., who had been a naval in- 
spector supervising the manufacture of 
the mines at Cambridge, Mass. Seven 
counts of interference were specified 
and the Patent Office held three in 
favor of Harrisoa, dissolved one and 
held the other three in favor of 
Browne. The Appellate Court reversed 
the action of the Patent Office in con- 
nection with the first three counts. 
The court found that Harrison’s de- 
vice was merely a substitute for the 
relay circuit of Browne’s invention. 
Browne’s discovery was made during 
the war and resulted in the destruction 
of enemy craft without the craft ac- 
tually having come into contact with 
the mines. 


DRY INFORMER HELD 
ON PERJURY CHARGE 


Police Say He Was Trapped 
in Falsely Swearing He 
Made “Buy.” 


With the arrest yesterday of Amos 
Collins, alias “Buck White,” colored, 20 
years old, of 1300 Sixth street north- 
west, on a charge of perjury involving 
the purchase of a drink of whisky, the 
Washington Police Department lost an- 
other of its informers or undercover 
men. 

Collins was arrested after he ap- 
peared before United States Commis- 
sioner Needham C. Turnage and taken 
oath to the statement that he pur- 
chased whisky at an address given him 
by Lieut. W. E. Holmes, of the Third 
Precinct. 

The lieutenant early yesterday morn- 
ing called Collins into his office and 
gave him instructions for makng the 
“buy,” accordng to police. When he 
arrived at the house, Lieut. Holmes and 
Policemen S. F. Gravely and R. F. Mc- 
Carthy were secreted within. They as- 
sert that Collins knocked on the door, 
and when a woman responded, asked to 
buy some whisky. The woman replied |,, 
that she had none and suggested that 
he must be mistaken, according to the 
police.

Court Refuses to Set Aside 
Two-Year Sentence Imposed 
on D. J. Shields. 


Daniel J. Shields, .brewer and poli- 
tician of Johnstown, Pa., 
leged to have expressed a willingness 
to pay 81,000 a week for information 
concerning the investigation of Penn- 
sylvania breweries by the prohibition 
enforcement unit of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, lost his appeal yester- 
day in the Court of Appeals from a 
sentence of two years in prison and a 
fine of $900 on a charge of bribery. 
The Appellate Court found no errors 
sufficient to justify granting a new 
trial. 

Mrs. Della Hayes Evans, former con- 
fidentia] clerk in the enforcement unit, 
was approached by Shields on behalf 
of himself and certain brewer-politt- 
cians and offered $1,000 a week to be- 
tray the trust im posed in her by the 
Government, she testifiea.
